In Miami, New Orleans and oth- 
er cities similar revelations have 
been made, There were no in- 
dictments. The Kefauver com- 
mittee has not been able to prove 
any guilt as yet. But more and 
more the Kefauver committee, 
with its persistence and its re- 
fusal to quit, is providing more 
@nd more twos which may be put 
with other twos to make four. 
And as committees and grand 
juries over the nation expose this 
infection in the body of Ameri- 
can government, the cries of pro- 
test go Upe the half-truth expla- 
nations are made; and thereafter, 
it is said, “no proof” has been 
offered. 


Morality 


In a technical sense that is 
true. But who is childish enough 
to believe that gifts of mink 
coats, of free hotels, of whiskey, 
of stock tips, of new cars, of va- 
cation trips—who can believe 
that is as deep as it goes? 

It long has seemed to me (Hat 
ministers who choose to throw 
their weight into public issues, 
often confuse and worsen public 


campaigns of this sort because » 


they ignore the necessity for 
compromise. Compr@mise need 
not mean the abandonment of a 
principle. Compromsies of a cer- 
tain soft are the rails on which 


we progress. 

For example, I am sickened by 
the evidences of the folly and 
greed of some of those in the le- 
gal liquor business who have 
chosen to engage in the business 
of corrupting public life. I have 
no sympathy for them. I think 
they and those they have corrupted 
should be driven out. But since 
I went to work for a newspaper 
at the time prohibition began 
and was able to see it at work, 
I could never advocate prohibi- 
tion. I do not believe, for ex- 
ample, the American people 
were voting “for” whiskey when 
they voted prohibition out. They 
were voting out its enormous 
potential for corruption—a po- 
tential greater than that of legal 
control. 


Reform 


There are many sincere people 
who believe that. I would esti- 
mate a majority of the American 
people, while alarmed by the evi- 


dence before the nation, would | 


not want to return to prohibition. 


Nevertheless, they want re- 
form, and stricter, tougher en- 


forcement laws. But, other forces, | 


which feel they somehow would 
be losing face or be regarded as 
nonreligious if they did other 
than demand outright prohibi- 
tion, will not join with them to 
say, “Reform, like politics, is the 
science of the possible.” I doubt 
if ministers belong in politics, 


per se. But all can work for | 


reform. 

The forces which want to 
achieve reform ought to be able 
to agree on what liquor laws 
swill provide the most efficient 
control, and then join to obtain 
such laws. That these forces have 
not been able to bring about com-~- 
mon effort helps explain our pre- 
dicament. 

What we are after now is to 
drive the underworld out of gov- 
ernment, and to drive from pub- 
lic office those who have made 
the underworld and the corrup- 
tionists their associates and their 
patrons.

SELMA, N. C., March 18—()— 
Two small private planes collided 
in the air Sunday, killing all 
four persons in them. 


Stacy Kennedy, a Selma hard- 
ware man, said “I saw them play- 
ing around in the air, like dog- 
fighting. One made a dive at the 
other, couldn’t pull out, and they 
collided and locked together for 
about 400 yards. Part of the 
wings came off on each plane, 
and one plane took fire. Then 
they crashed.” 


The dead were identified as: 


Bradley Sasser, about 30, op- 
erator of the Selma airport, pilot 
of one plane, and his passenger, 
Everett Wadell Parker, 28, of 
near-by Micro, a farmer. 


Frank D. Creech, Jr., 20, of Sel- 
ma Route 3, pilot of the other 
plane, and Irvin B. Sullivan, 20, 
of Selma Route 1, farmer and to- 
bacco grader.

regarded as easily defensible 
since it flows across the peninsula 
at one .of its widest points. 

It. is known that before UN) 
troops approached the northern 
borders of Korea before, a con- 
siderable number of Administra- 
tion advisers held that cleaning 
up all Korea might precipitate 
either Chinese or Russian partici- 
pation. 

FUTURE STRATEGY 


But when the Yalu was ap- 
proached without sizeable resist- 
ance, the décision was made to 
press to the border. 

At that time the British and 
others with substantial forces in 
Korea did not challenge the de- 
cision to press to the Yalu. But 
since the reverses then suffered 
they have made clear to the U. S. 
that no future decision of the sort 
should be made without consult- 
ing them.

Battered Chinese and North 
Korean Communist troops 
were reported Monday pull- 
ing back across the 38th Par- 
allel to a new defense line in 


North Korea. 

Front reports and the Army 
communiques indicated the Reds 
were abandoning Chunchon, their 
last major supply and command 
base south of the parallel, and re- 
treating to a new line anchored 
on the Chorwon-Yonchon-Kumha 
triangle just north of the paral- 
lel. 

United Press ‘Correspondent 
Richard Applegate reported from 
the West Central front that the 
Reds were giving up strong hill 
and ridgeline positions in the 
rough, defensible country north- 
west of Hongchon. 


HUB DESERTED 


Intelligence reports said Chun- 
chon, 15 miles north of Hongchon 
and only 7% miles south of the 
38th Parallel, appeared to be de- 
serted by both military and civille 
an populations. 


Gen. MacArthur’s communique 
said enemy activity now appeared 
concentrated in the Chorwon- 
Yongchon-Kumha triangle in Cen< 
tral Korea. The communique re- 
ported enemy traffic was pouring 
into that area from both the 
northwest and northeast. 


_Coupled with reports of a con- 
tinuing enemy withdrawal, howe 
ever, was a warning from Eighth 
Army commander Lt. Gen. Mat- 
thew B. Ridgway that new and 
perhaps stronger enemy action 
may be expected. 


“Enemy action and the advanc- 
ing season will no doubt bring us 
new ald perhaps even greater 
challenges than those so far con- 
fronted and conquered,” Ridgway 
said in a message to Eighth Army

The newspaper.said 40 per- 
sons were arrested immediate- 
ly and executed without trial 
and more than 1,000 others 
thrown into prison or sent to 
forced Jabor camps.

STATE COLLEGE, Pa., March 18—The United States is 
going to play ball with Iran literally as well as figuratively in 
a new twist to its official program for making friends and 
influencing people in Communist-threatened countries. 

This was apparent in the announcement Sunday night by 
Dr. Milton S. Eisenhower, president of Pennsylvania State Col- 
lege, that the college’s championship soccer team would leave 
by air next Wednesday for a series of matches in Iran. 

Eisenhower contributed 16 of his best booters to what 
might be called a footnote to the European mission of his 
brother, Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

The extraordinary trip was hastily arranged by the State 
Department and the college, at the invitation of the Iranian 
Athletic Association, as a good-will gesture at a crucial time 
in the relationships between the Western Allies and the oil-rich 
Middle Eastern nation on the lower fringe of the Iron Curtain. 

_ It will be the first time in more than 25 centuries of Ira- 
nian history dating back to ancient Persia, that an American 
athletic team has visited that country on a mission of friendly 
competition.

3-Year ‘Rose’ Pact 


Would Allow Representative 
To Play Once in Two: Years 


CHICAGO, March 18—(AP)—Big Ten athletic leaders 
‘Sunday voted a three-year extension of the Rose Bowl agree- 
ment and expressed a willingness to permit the same repre- 
sentative to participate as often as once every two years. 

The two-in-one appearance de- 
cision is a compromise with the 
Pacific Coast Conference, which 
had permitted unrestricted ap- 
pearances by the same team in 
the previous five-year bowl pact 
which expired last New Year's 
Day. 

It was stressed that Sunday’s 
action must be approved within 
60 days by the member insti- 
tutions under the White reso- 
lution, a conference provision 
for legislative changes. If any 
school disapproves, the matter 
will be acted upon by the fac- 
ulty representatives at the Big 
Tens annual Spring meeting in 
May. A majority vote will carry.

The Sales Tax Plan 
Calls for Brackets 


Organizations representing some 95 per 
ceht of the retail merchants. of Georgia 


and State Revenue Commissioner Charles 
D. Redwine have come to a sensible agree- 
ment on the matter of sales tax brackets. 


Mr. Redwine has given consent, but 
without binding official approval, of a 
bracket system which the merchants’ or- 
ganizations have submitted. 


The agreement has the effect of pro- 
viding a uniform system for collecting the 
sales tax on less-than-a-dollar sales. At 
the same time, it saves the Revenue 
Commissioner from applying mandatory 
brackets which, though permissible under 
the law, might have the effect of throwing 
the sales tax into legal squabble with the 
possible result of rendering it inoperative 
for months. 

While giving the Commissioner the 
right to establish brackets, the sales tax 
law also requires that merchants collect 
the tax on every item. Thus, were the 
Commissioner to say that sales under 15 
cents, for example, would pay no tax, pro- 
longed litigation might result. In their 
proposal, the merchants would adjust 
their own prices to take care of the tax 
on the smaller ifems, a method which is 
perfectly legitimate for them to adopt 
voluntarily but which the Commissioner 
could not require were he to establish a 
mandatory bracket system. 

While the agreement between the mer- 
chants and the Commissioner promises a 
happy solution now, the Legislature ought 
to remedy this defect of the law at the 
next session. Under present legislation the 
venal can collect, and keep, a considerable 
amount of “breakage.” 

The people of Georgia didn’t really vote 
“for” a sales tax. They voted that they 
believed one necessary. Therefore, they 
will watch with ever-examining eyes the 
method in which the flood of money is 
handled. A great increase in patronage 
jobs, any indication of waste or manipula- 
tion of the tax money will be noted. 

The tax is sure to bring more than was 
anticipated by the experts. The people are 
sure to feel it, especially as inflation re- 
duces purchasing power. 

Meanwhile, educational needs must be 
met. The Board of Education has an- 
nounced its future méetings will be public, 
a decision the public itself wants. Sales 
tax money is not the property of officials 
or boards. It is the people’s money, re- 
luctantly voted, so that Georgia mav 
benefit. |

Tried Friday in the Cherokee 
court on one of those counts, he was found 
guilty of rcs) gre manslaughter in the 
commission of an unlawful act.” The jury, 
which had the power to fix the sentence 
within a one-to-three-year range, gave the 
man a ear. :

The fact remains that six lives 
were taken in the commission of this so- 
called “unlawful act”—driving under the 
influence of liquor. — 

The same sort of thing is happening 
every day of every week all over the nation. 

In our book, the drinking or drunk 
driver is a potential murderer on the loose, 
whether or not he runs into anyone and 
kills him, When he does, he becomes ac- 
tually a murderer. His station in life or 
his race or mitigating circumstances can’t 
alter that belief. 

The law must come to that point of 
view if we are to stop the carnage on the 
highways.

The Editors: Since February, 1937, Georgia 
has participated in a program termed “Aid to De- 
pendent Children.” This program provides grants 
in aid, on the basis of need, to mothers certified 
as eligible for such help, by the State and County 
departments of welfare. The Federal Government 
supplies 70 percent ofthese funds, the State and 
Counties the remaining 30 percent. The top 
monthly allowance is $18 per child—to the age 
of 16 years. A grant of $99 a month covers as- 
sistance for five children. 

Based on the opinion that this aid subsidizes

{legitimate children, the State Legislature passed 


an een eaaete. amendment which 


BPP AR PRA AO MM lM 
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provides that no grant of assistance shall be 
made for more than one illegitimate child. 
Of the 42,000 children receiving such aid, 


2.000 would accordingly be removed from the. 


assistance rolls. The State Department of Vital 
Statistics does not support the opinion that aid 
to the mothers of dependent children subsidizes 


- illegitimacy. On the contrary, there is shown an 


actual decrease of 16 percent in the number of 
such births since 1933. 

Certainly no right thinking persons would 
condone illegitimacy. Yet unfortunately, these 
2,000 luckless children cannot be legislated out 
of existence. They have already begun life with 
two strikes against them. They have the same 
basic needs for food; shelter and care, as babies 
born under more favorable circumstances. 

Even in this scientific era, the assumption 
that each child must have two parents is still 
valid. If therefore, this amendment is to be 
viewed as an effective legal deterrent, the law- 
makers should be equally as diligent in securing 
from the unofficial fathers, support for their de- 
pendent and abandoned children. . 

The complex problem of illegitimacy in Geor- 
gia, as elsewhere cannot be solved by gunshot 
legislation. Its solution requires a true knowl- 
edge and understanding of the underlying causes 
of this socia} ill. F. A. P.

The Bureau of the Census has just completed 
a survey which reveals that 291,324 mink pelts 
are now produced annually in the United States.

Too Many Cries 
Of ‘Wolf, Wolf!’ 


WASHINGTON—The chief weakness with the 
current crop of Administration critics is that they 
too often overplay' their hands. If the country 

has become callous to sensational charges of governmental mis- 


feasance constantly emanating from Washington, the reason is to - 


be found in this trait of exaggeration and sometimes outright de- 
ception, the common stock of the critics’ trade. 

It is a matter of the people of the country being subjected too 
frequently to the cry of “Wolf, Wolf!” Repeated too often, it 
ceases to carry any meaning, just as the lesson taught in the old 
proverb. 


Some of the critical remarks made recently by Sen. Honier 
Capehart, Republican of Indiana, offer a striking case in point. 
He was brazen enough to make the charge that the Senate Investi- 
gating Committee’s révelations concerning the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation constituted a greater Government scandal 
than that unearthed in Teapot Dome back under the Harding 
Administration. 


All that seems necessary to say in that connection is that the 
Teapot Dome scandal, for which at least one cabinet officer was 
sent to jail and two others forced out of office, involved the (what 
amounted to) giving away of Naval oil reserves valued at hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars; whereas the most serious charge made 
against the RFC is that it allowed outside influence to play a part 
in the approval of some of its business loans. 


No Loss Shown It has not even been shown yet where the 

Government lost anything on the loans in 
question, although some people do appear to have collected exorbi- 
tant fees for handling the applications. 


The pattern for such grotesque ‘charges as those made by the 
Senator from Indiana, of course, was set last year by Sen. Joe 
McCarthy, of Wisconsin. He set himself up as a short-term sen- 
sation by making various allegations about the presence’ of some 
200 card-bearing Communists in the State Department, but never 
was able to produce a single one when a formal Senate investi- 
gation looked into the matter. 

The committee which went into the McCarthy charges de- 
nounced him as a “fraud and a hoax.” He was evidently pleased 


to get off this lightly, for he has failed to come forward with 


anything since then to support his allegations. 

Somewhat in the same category is the solemn statement made 
the other night by former President Herbert Hoover that sending 
more American divisions to Europe would be an “unwarranted 
risk,” and might lead to a war that would mean “the end of civili- 
zation as a whole.” That is an exaggeration of such proportions 
that, if Mr. Hoover feels like that, the most charitable thing that 
can be said of him is that he was allowing his emotions to take 
command of his reasoning. 


Other Examples Still other examples of the critics grossly 

overplaying their hands is to be found in 
speeches made on the floor of the House the other day by two 
members of Congress. Rep. Charles W. Vursell, Republican of 
Illinois, and Rep. S. J. Crumpacker, Republican of Indiana, took 
the floor to declare that the Army procurement programs “indicate 
we are buying for an armed force of at least 10,000,000 men.” 
There was talk about the Defense Department buying 58,000,000 
yards of cotton webbing for belts, 22,000,000 pairs of combat 
boots, and 1,000,000 mattresses, | 

When the figures were cheeked with the Pentagon, it turned 
out we were buying only 1,000,000 yards of cotton. webbing, 
8,480,000 pairs of boots, and 100,000 mattresses. Combat boots 
last only about 10 weeks in Korea, incidentally, against about a 
year in the United States. The figures, of course, made the critics 
look ridiculous. 

Most of the critical attacks being made are equally out of 
line. The chronic faultfinders will have to be a little more careful 
with their facts if they expect their stuff to stick with the country. 
Otherwise when they do come up with something real the public 
won't believe them.

Republicans were surprised. They shouldn't 
have been on such an issue. There is no mystery 
if they really understood the South, its-economics 
and its history. This issue goes deeper than any 
antagonism to President Truman or Fair Deal 
social reform measures which provoke frequent 


coalition with Républicians. 


In fact, the coalition operated with its 
accustomed smoothness twice previously dur- - 
ing the week to shelve the administration's 
defense housing bill and defeat defense 
agency reorganization. 


Why Southerners balked on the RFC and 
flocked generally to its support goes back his- 
torically to the South’s inability for so long to 
get cheap credit, first for agriculture, later for 
industry, when big Eastern finance had a strap- 
glehold on credit. Local tribunes of the people 
bespoke this, with perhaps pardonable dema-» 
gogic overtones, in denunciation of “the money 
power” and “Wall Street.” They expressed the 


real feelings of farmers, small merchants and — 


manufacturers. 

The credit stranglehold was loosened first by 
Woodrow Wilson, a Southern President who un- 
derstood the South’s credit problem, in creation 
of the Federal Reserve System in 1913. This 
movement has been carried along in establish- 
ment of various other credit ro tea for farm- 
ers, home owners and the like. In recent years 
the RFC has filled the need for small business, 
among other functions. 

The South has been surging forward indus- 
trially. That required credit. Commercial banks 
still held back on new enterprises. The RFC 
stepped in to assist industrial development, much 
of it on a small scale for which only small loans 


rapid industrial development and present well- 
being. 

That was reflected in the House vote, which 
Southerners recognized properly» as an initial 
test.

On that straight-out issue, too, support from 
other sections—even from some Republicans— 
will reflect RFC aid for small business which, 
itself, is shown by the fact that 90 percent of 
RFC loans, in number, are for $100,000 and less; 
80 percent for $50,000 and less, and 60 percent for

has revealed deplorable attempts at political ex- 


' ploitation of the agency, is for its retention. That 


exploitation ‘must be stopped. But many recog- 
nize that the whole edifice should not be de- 
stroyed to exterminate a few “influence peddlers” 
and shabby political puppets. i 


| The smelly revelations have been capi- 
talized by big financial interests who want 
to do away with RFC. But they have been 
overeager and may have overplayed their 


furies of mock righteous indignation. 


A significant tip-off is seen in demands be- 
ginning to be heard now in Congress not only 
for abolition of RFC but for other lending agen- 
cies—a repeal-modern-history, back to McKinley 
movement. That would open the way for a credit 
monopoly again by big financial interests and big 
industrial corporations with which they are 
linked. That combination could, as before, block 
credit. to. enterprises that would compete with 

t tevalt as simple as that, and there’s no rea~ 


son for anyone to be fooled.

Political Pendulum Swings Against West 


Special to The New York Times and The Atlanta Constitution. 
LONDON, March 18—Last week in Iran the political pendulum which has oscillated for more than 


a century between Britain and Russia once again swung away from the West. However, it did not im- 
mediately complete the arc and turn toward the Soviet Union: 


Western statesmen and diplomats watched the 
swing with astonishment and dismay, hoping that 
it would not go too far, yet powerless to arrest it. 
Iran obviously was in no mood at the moment to 
accept advice or heed warnings. 


Although the dispute over royalty rates for 
the British oil concession in Southern Iran had 
been going on for more than two years, the de- 
ci8ion of the Iranian lower house to nationalize 
the oil business took London by surprise. It pro- 
foundly: disturbed the British Government for 
several] reasons: 

First, nationalization might deprive this coun- 
try of its most profitable foreign investment and 
a vital source of oil for industry and the military 
services. 


Second, it might also cause a financial col- 
lapse in Iran which would leave the country 
more vulnerable than ever to Communism 
and the Soviet political pressure. 


Not only has Iran’s seven-year development 
program bogged down for lack of funds, which 
might have been obtained by accepting the high- 
er royalties offered by the Anglo-Iranian Oil 
Company, but the government cannot pay its cur- 
cent operating expenses. 


ENCOURAGE OTHERS 


Third, if Iran should repudiate its agreement 
with the British Oil company, other countries in 
the Middle East might be encouraged to do like- 
wise, upsetting the whole structure of British 
commerce and strategy in the area. 


In Cairo Saturday there was talk about na- 
tionalizing the Suez Canal and denouncing the 
treaty under which British forces maintain bases 
in the Canal Zone. In Iraq, which also has been 
quarreling with Britain about royalty rates, Bagh- 
dad newspapers commented with approval Sun- 
day on Iran’s action and the deputy leader of the 
Nationalist party asked the government whether 
it was thinking of nationalizing the oil industry. 

Aside from concern for their own interests, 
the British seem to be genuinely convinced the 
Iranians, notorious for inefficiency and cor- 
ruption in public affairs, cannot successfully 
manage and operate an international enterprise 
of such complexity as the oil business, They 
believe Iran is inviting disaster, but at the mo- 
ment they see no way of influencing the Iranian 
Parliament, terrorized by a ruthless minority 
that has already caused the murder of one 
Prime Minister and animated by an excess of 
Nationalist fervor.

Miss Luce obviously belongs to the “You, 
Too, Can .. .” school herself because she 
has done everything that anybody could pos- 
sibly want to do in the years she has been 
around, including being engaged to Randolph 
Churchill, son of Winston.

We Georgians often accept our blessings with a marked degree of hostility.

Indicate Harmony 


WASHINGTON, March 18—(A). 
Spain is reported to have told the 
United States it would dispatch 
troops to the defense of Western 
Europe, if desired, provided 
American weapons are sent to her 
forces. , 

Responsible officials said Sun- 
day this assurance has been gjven 
by the Spanish Foreign Office to 
American Ambassador 
Griffis. 

Griffis sounded out the Franco 
government, they said, shortly aft- 
er arriving in Madrid earlier this 
month to end a 5-year diplomatic 
snubbing of Spain. 

Officials in close touch with the 
situation said the Spanish Foreign 
Office mhude these points in talking 
to Griffis: 

1. Under present’ conditions, 
Spain could not move any Span- 
ish troops beyond the Pyrenees 
mountains to help defend Western 
Europe. Spain’s army is reported 
badly in need of modern weapons 
and parts. 

2. If the United States sends 
military supplies to Spain, Spain 
would be willing to contribute to 
Western Euraqpean defense, even 
by moving troops beyond the Py- 
renees if desired. 

Officials, who disclosed this de- 
velopment, stressed the talks are 


strictly exploratory. No commit-. 


ments have been made on either 
side. This, they said, precludes any 
formal announcement. 

Griffis apparently acted under 
instructions from the State De- 
partment despite some misgivings 
relayed by the French government 
to such a move. 

The State Department is report- 
ed to have allayed French fears 
by promising to inform Paris of 
the results of the conversations. 
The French also have béen as- 
sured they will be consulted fully 
before any move is made to bring 
Spain into the Western defense 
chain.

We all were contented until 
a new nurse came, hired by the 
board of trustees. She has the 
majority of the ladies afraid of 
her. But they will never com- 
plain to our home superior. or 
to the board members, for nurse 
would deny everything with a 
friendly smile, and might be 
mean to any of us who fell ill. 

I am not afraid of her, but 
do not wish to be the only 
outspoken complainant, for my 
health is. broken and she could 
be cruel if I need nursing 
care. She was friendly with 
me at first. coming to my 
room to ask questions and re- 
lay unkind things others have 
said. 

Only once have I spoken to 
her in anger, and she has been 
awful to me since then; even 
corrects my table manners, and 
often I cannot eat all I really 
should. 

If I were the only one who 
felt upset, I might ask you to set 
me straight: but there are only 
two who like Miss Doe, and 
they are her “stool pigeons.” 

In 60 vears of making my 
wavy. I learned to read character 
quite well and to ignore manv 
things. But this is an almost 
unbearable problem, not only 
for me but for others who share 
it.

DEAR C. S.: I’ve discussed

the situation. 

Usually there are two sides to 
any story of emotional conflict, 
with each side contradicting the 
other, he reminds. 


But he adds, “if it is true 
that a majority of the ladies 
at the home are afraid of Miss 
Dome, then it is time to call 
the situation to the attention 

of the superintendent, or the 
board of trustees, or whoever 
is immediately responsible for 
the well being of the group.” 

The doctor touched on the 
tendency of elderly persons in 
failing health to be sensitive and 
crochety in relation to care- 
takers, sometimes making dis- 
torted quarrel with the manner 
or quality of services rendered 
—as may or may not be true 
of your group. But he also 
stresses the fairminded point 
that regardless of your disposi- 
tion, a competent nurse in a 
home for the aged ought to be 
skilled in giving comfort and 
contributing to peace of mind. 

The doctor says, “Don’t be 
afraid to state your grievance. 
But don’t let one person try to 
‘carry the ball.’ If several are 
agreed that something is wrong, 
and a change is needed to re- 
store -security, you'll probably 
get results. Especially if you 
quietly set forth what troubles 
the majority; and make it clear 
that you are not fighting a feud, 
but simply trying to deliver 
yourselves from an .unfortunate 
influence.” 

For the rest, elevate your 
consciousness, through prayer, 
Bible study and the reading of 
such books as “The Sermon on 
the Mount,” or “Power Through 
Constructive Thinking.” 
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After that, chances of going 
back up are at a minimum. 

This merely means that after 
three months your system says, 
“I guess old Fatty is sincere 
this time. Okay, Fatso, you win. 
Maybe we better adjust our 
metabolism to the New Look.”

The Communist-led govern- 
ment announced a week ago Satur-| 
day that Beran had been ordered!

Shadow of Suffering 
Marked Lite of Jesus

In the Epistles of the Hebrews 5:8-9 we read: “Though he, 
Jesus, were a son, yet ledrned he obedience by the things which 
he suffered; and being made perfect, he became the author of 
eternal salvation unto all of them that obey him.” 

Thus we are taught that He was acquainted with grief. 

The shadows of suffering in Calvary’s cloud were.c 
companions in His life. His most acute pain was due to the fact 
that He was grossly misunderstood. 

He was the Holy One of God, yet He was abused as the chief 
of sinners. 

He was the personification of goodness, yet His foes acted 
under the assumption that He was their public enemy No, 1. He 
was the essence of justice, yet His adversaries accused Him of per- 
petrating crimes against society and religion. He was divine in 
all points of His personality yet He was treated as though He was 
Beelzebub, prince of the devil. “Heavenly Father” were the two 
sweetest words to Him, yet He was attacked as a blasphemer and 
hostile foe to the family of God. 

Like a good shepherd He sought the lost sheep, yet He suf- 
fered from this stigma: “He is a glutton and a winebibber.” He 
claimed to be the Messiah, yet His own neighbors said “He is a 
madman.” 

Even His own disciples forsoos Him. Judas betrayed Him, 
Peter denied Him, while Thomas doubted Him. Perhaps there was 
not one single person in the crucifixion crowd who believed that 
Jesus was all He claimed to be, yet Jesus knew that from the 
black and hideous crucifixion there would come the glorious and 
triumphant “aster morn.
